RATIONALE: 

ERC's  response  to  comment  #0015  of  the  previous  STP  was  to  include  the 
word  "Security"  in  the  test  class  name.  Their  response  also  stated  that 
security  and  access  control  are  the  same  thing.  According  to  DoD  5200.28 
STD,  there  is  much  more  to  security  than  access  control.  For  example,  all 
elements  of  security  which  are  required  for  C2  certification  must  be 
tested,  and  major  elements  (e.g.,  object  reuse,  access  control,  audit 
trail)  should  be  identified  in  a  description  of  the  test  class  which 
addresses  them.
